U.S. Missile 
Speedup 
Is Unlikely 


Technical Lag, 


Not Funds, Blamed

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—Any 
substantial speedup in this na- 
tion’s program to develop long- 
range ballistic missiles is unlikely 
because of technological and fis- 
cal limitations. 


This was the assessment today 
of defense missile and budgetary 
experts who for the past week 
have been reviewing the U.S. bal- 
listic missile program in the light 
of the Soviet success in launching 
man’s first earth satellite. 


As viewed by defense officials, 
lack of technological knowledge, 
not lack of money, is presently 
the prime factor limiting the de- 
velopment of ballistic missiles. 

Spending more money, it is felt, 
would not necessarily obtain the 
technological information. Fur- 
thermore, any increase in spend- 


‘ing for missiles development 


would run counter to the admin- 
istration’s determined objective to 
hold the defense budget to $38,- 
000,000,000 in this fiscal year. 


NO SPEEDUP 
This assessment by defense offi- 


cials leads to the conclusion that 


the administration will not order 
any major speedup in ballistic 
missile development, although it 
probably will attempt to remove 
what are regarded as minor bot- 
tlenecks in the test and evaluation 
program. 

The administration’s reapprais- 
al of its missile program contin- 
ued today with President Eisen- 
hower meetrng privately for about 
an hour with new Secretary of De- 
fense McElroy. It was one in a 
series of meetings the President 
has had with his top military and 
scientific advisers since the So- 
viet Union launched its satellite 
on Oct. 4. 

Afterwards McElroy said he 
had discussed “‘various defense 
department questions.”” When 
asked whether a speedup in. the 
missile program had been dis- 
cussed, McElroy cut off all 
further qeestioning and physical- 
ly shoved his way through a

Canadian Named 


As Peacemaker 


OSLO, Norway, Oct. 14 (#—The 
1957 Nobel Peace Prize was 
awarded today to Canada’s Les- 
ter Bowles Pearson, who helped 
stop the fighting in Korea and the 
Middle East. 

It was voted by a committee of 
the Norwegian Parliament, acting 
under the will of Alfred Nobel, in- 
ventor of dynamite. The $40,275 
prize money will be handed to 
Pearson Dec. 10, anniversary of 
Nobel’s death in 1896. 


Ironically, the award comes to 
him four months after he lost his 
job as Canadian foreign sec- 
retary. He was a victim of June 
elections which ended the Liberal 
party’s hold on the Canadian gov- 
ernment. The new foreign secre- 
tary is Sidney E. Smith, a Con- 
servative. 


The Awards Committee made 
no statement of its reasons for 
honoring Pearson, but it must 
have had in mind the work he did 
in the United Nations last fall aft- 
er Britain and France joined Is- 
rael in attacking Egypt. Peace 
was brought. about there by for- 
mation of a U. N. Emergency 
Force to separate the belliger- 
ants, and Pearson is known as the 
father of that force. 


Pearson in his nine years as 
foreign secretary engaged in 
many behind-the-scenes confer- 
ences on world problems. He was 
a member of a U. N. committee 
which tried vainly to win a ceas- 
fire in Korea in 1950.

There will be a general sense of grati- 
fication that the New York rank-and-file 
Teamsters, who oppose the sordid back- 
ground of their president-elect, James R. 
Hoffa, have been able to obtain a re- 
Straining order from a federal district 
court. 

It holds up Hoffa’s inauguration for 
at least 10 days. 

At issue is the charge that Hoffa's 
election was rigged with delegates im- 
properly chosen under the union’s consti- 
tution. The New York group charges that 
some 80 per cent of the delegates who 
overwhelmingly elected Hoffa were ille- 
gaily chosen. 

If so, and the public is willing to be- 
lieve it, this would be quite in keeping 
with the morality of the union’s leader- 
ship as revealed by congressional and 
AFL-CIO inquiries into the careers of 
Hoffa and retiring President Dave Beck. 

This New York group may be the nu- 
cleus around which the AFL-CIO can 
rebuild a new union of Teamsters if the 
Hoffa crowd refuses to carry out direc- 
tions from the AFL-CIO. 

The court’s decision on the evidence 
will come later. All interested in decency 
and honesty will hope for the best. The 
Miami convention of the Teamsters left a 
smell which lingers.

All-Out ‘Crash’ Program 
In Order for Missiles 


President Eisenhower continues meet- 
ings with top defense advisers on the 
status of the U.S. missiles and satellite 
program while issuing reassuring state- 
ments to the public about our position. 

There seems to be some doubt about 
whether the President yet is fully aware 
of the significance of the Russian achieve- 
ment and just how far ahead of us they 
are. But there should be no doubt about 
one thing. The country which makes the 
most progress in intercontinental ballis- 
tic missiles will hold the decisive balance 
of military power, If that country is Rus- 
sia, we know what it means. 

The President over the weekend said 
the missiles program will be speeded up 
within the framework of the present 
budget. Is that possible without sacrificing 
our essential defenses at home and 
abroad? 

Trevor Gardner, who resigned last 
year as chief of research for the Air 
Foree because he thought the administra- 
tion wasn’t pushing missile development 
fast enough, said Sunday that Mr. Eisen- 
hower was taking the problem too light- 
ly. He could not understand how the Pres- 
ident can indicate that the Russian satel- 
lite has no military implication. 

There is certainly evidence that the 
Russians have a clear lead in missiles. 
Their rocket devices are far superior to 
ours. They have proved that we lag in 
our basic research programs and that 
only a “crash” program can enable us 
to catch up. They have handed us a ma- 
jor propaganda defeat, the effects of which 
will continue for months or years. Will 
they also be able to dictate coexistence 
terms? 

The size of the Russian satellite—184 
pounds—proves they are capable of build- 
ing intercontinental weapons. So what 
are we going to do about it? 

This country must accept the chal- 
lenge. We must spend whatever is neces- 
sary on research and development to 
again put us ahead of the Russians. Re- 
sults, not costs, are what count now. The 
issue is national survival. The President, 
Congress and the people must face it.

Interstate Road System 
Must Stay on Schedule 


Confusion about Georgia’s progress on 
its interstate highway program brought 
about by conflicting statements of the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads in Washing- 
ton and the State Highway Department 
should be cleared up as soon as possible. 

The federal people, who figure by 
bookkeeping records, say Georgia had 

. committed only 63 per cent of its inter- 
state money and 91 per cent of its other 
federal aid money for last year as of Aug. 
31. This compared unfavorably with the 
national average. 

Highway Board Chairman Roy Chalk- 
er says the federal figures are mislead- 
ing. Within the next 30 days, he de- 
clared, Georgia will obligate all of its 
funds for fiscal 1957, all of its 1958 funds 
and part of the 1959 funds. 

If Mr. Chalker’s statement is substan- 
tiated by events, then Georgia indeed is 
ahead of schedule at least in planning 
its interstate system. The test will come 
in translating the plans into 1,100 miles 
of interstate roads on schedule and with 
the least waste possible. Georgia’s inter- 
state mileage will be among the highest 
in the nation. It is a gigantic public works 


‘The program must be put on schedule 


and kept on schedule if it is to be com- 
pleted in the alotted time. Mr. Chalker’s 
rebuttal to the federal report is encour- 
aging in this regard.

Red Threats Fail 
To Frighten NATO 


PARIS—There’s one thing for sure, the Su- 
preme Headquarters of NATO is not being in the 
least panicked by Russia’s hurtling earth satel- 


lite or by its much-proclaimed new hydrogen warhead. If Moscow 
hopes to undermine NATO by scaring its member nations, as it has 
often tried to do, there is no sign here that either the political lead- 
ership or the military leadership of NATO is being bowled over by 


these developments. 

Any correspondent who has 
talked with Paul Henri Spaak, 
secretary-general of NATO, and 
Gen. Lauris Nostad knows how 
NATO will answer the threats 
which, in the wake of its “baby 
moon” and latest hydrogen tests, 
the Soviet government put- into 
“Pravda” last week. 

To “Pravda’s” warning that, 
with the earth satellite “‘explod- 
ing the myth of Russian technical 
backwardness,” the West must 
now accept the Soviet version of 
disarmament and “peaceful co- 
existence,” Kremlin - style— 
NATO’s answer is, it can be said 
with knowledge, an unequivocal 
and unintimidated ‘‘No.” 

The council of ministers of the 
15 NATO countries stood solidly 
behind the American, British and 
French position during the Lon- 
don talks and that is where it 
stands today: No disarmament 
without inspection and precau- 
tions against surprise attack, no 
ending of nuclear tests without 
ending the production of nuclear 
weapons. 

As to “peaceful coexistence” 
Western Europe looks at Hungary 
and wonders when it is going to 
begin. 

Not that the NATO chiefs be- 
little the meaning of Soviet sci- 
entific achievements. These tes-

tify to the high quality of Soviet 
scientists, great engineering skill 
and the determination of the 
Kremlin to put arms ahead of 
butter. 


But a few weeks ago when Mos- 
cow rattled the hydrogn bomb 
over the heads of the Norwegians 
and warned that they had better 
get,.out of NATO and spurn all 
offers of atomic weapons—or else 
—little Norway neither budged 
nor quavered, It firmly told the 
Kremlin that it would remain in 
NATO and that Norway, obvious- 
ly no military threat to Russia, 
would decide for itself what weap- 
ons were best for its own defense. 

NATO must always meet two 
requirements to fulfill its mission 
to deter war and to defend its 
members from possible attack: 

1. Sufficient combat-ready di- 
visions of infantry, equipped with 
tactical atomic arms, to make 
any Soviet attack from Norway 
to Turkey thoroughly uninviting. 
It is uninviting today. It needs to 
be made more uninviting. 

2.\The presence of American 
and British divisions on the conti- 
nent as tangible assurance that 
an attack on one NATO nation 
will mean instant defense by all. 

No wonder NATO is the No. 1 
target of Soviet foreign policy and 
its dissolution its No. 1 objective.

town's main street leading to the 
square. 


B. D. Cohn, department store 
Manager and president of Tuske- 
gee Chamber of Commerce, says 
that while downtown business was 
“70 to 80 per cent off” during the 
first six weeks of the boycott, it 
is now “up to almost 75 per cent 
normal.” He does not foresee any 
marked increase in trade in the 
near future. 


Some Negro leaders questioned 
Cohn’s statement of “almost 75 
per cent normal.’ They say 50 
per cent would be a more accu- 
rate estimate. And they say the 
boycott could last indefinitely. 


Asked’ if he thought the boy- 
cott would end anytime soon, Dr. 
Luther H. Foster, Tuskegee Insti- 
tute president, said, “I doubt 
it.” And he pointed out that 
more gerrymandering is proposed 
for Macon County. 


WOULD DISSOLVE COUNTY 


Englehardt, who said his city 
limit bill was designed to keep 
Negroes from getting control of 
Tuskegee politics, introduced an- 
other bill aimed at dissolution of 
Macon County. He also feared 
the predominantly Negro popu- 
lation might register enough 
voters to control county politics. 
A resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment was sub- 
stituted for this bill in a com- 
promise move. 


Alabama’s voters will go to 
the polls on Dec. 17 to vote on 
Constitutional Amendment No. 18, 
which would authorize the State 
Legislature to follow any recom- 
mendations for dissolution made 
by a 16-man legislative commit- 
tee. 


Englehardt, a member of the 
committee, said the group is 
considering dissolving Macon 
County and parceling the territory 
among five neighboring counties— 
Montgomery, Bullock, Elmore, 
Tallapoosa and Lee. 


If the constitutional amendment 
is approved, the committee will 
make its recommendations to the 
next regular legislative session 
in 1959. 


NEGROES ENJOINED 


The chief leader in the Ne- 
groes’ protest movement has been 
G. C. Gomillion, president of 
Tuskegee Civic Assn. and chair- 
man of Tuskegee Institute’s di- 
vision of social sciences. The 
civic association is under tempo- 
rary court order restraining 
it from violating Alabama's anti- 
boycott law. 

Gomillion doesn’t see an early 
end to the boycott. He said he 
didn’t know whether it would go 
on “indefinitely,” but added, “I 
know some people who will never 
trade there again.” 

White business and civic lead- 
ers of Tuskegee say that officials 
of Tuskegee Institute and the VA 
Hospital could end the boycott 


“overnight” simply by telling 
their employes it would be all | 
right to trade in town.

NUISANCE VALUE 

What has the boycott accom- 
plished for the Negro? Tuskegee 
Institute’s Dr. Foster sums it up 
this way: 

“1. Some inconvenience. 

“2. The Negroes’ expressions 
have been heard. Here is some- 
thing that has been going on con- 
trary to the principles of our gov- 
ernment. It has been dramatized. 
Some expression had to be found 
to bring this to the attention of 
people all over the country. The 
total prestige of this country must 
be brought to bear on this situa- 
tion.” 

Asked what he thought the boy- 
cott had accomplished, Gomillion 
said: 

“It has opened the eyes of the 
Negroes. It has shown them that 
the white citizens of Tuskegee are 
interested in their dollars but are 
not interested in their participa- 
tion in government.” 

What of the city’s relations with 
Tuskegee Institute and the VA 
Hospital? Has the boycott deterio- 
rated the relations? 

Dr. Foster says, ““There never 
has been much in the form of nor- 
mal community relationship. It 
has been only a dollar-over-the- 
counter relationship.” 

Robert Haith Jr., assistant man- 
ager of the hospital, said that ex- 
cept for joint participation in 
charity drives, there never has 
been much relationship ‘ between 
the hospital and the city.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14 W—A dia- 
gram published by a Russian 
magazine and reprinted in Lon- 
don last week by the Communist 
newspaper “Daily Worker”’—pur- 
porting to show “component 
parts” of Sputnik, the Soviet sat- 
ellite—turns out to be a reproduc- 
tion of a model of an earth satel- 
lite built by an editor of the 
American magazine “Popular 
Science” and published in its 
issue of January, 1956. 

An Associated Press radiophoto 
from London on Oct. 10 repro- 
duced the cutaway drawing and 


was distributed over AP’s wire- 

photo system. 

THIS BACKGROUND 
Subsequent invstigation dis- 


closed this background: 

The London Daily Worker in re- 
printing the drawing on Oct. 10 
called it a “diagram from a So- 
viet popular magazine showing 
‘the various components of the 
satellite.’ ”’ 

The Associated Press, seeking 
access to it, was referred to the 
Society for Cultural Relations with 
U.S.S.R. in London, and obtained 
a loan of the magazine ‘Young 
Technique” to copy the diagram. 

The Soviet magazine's reproduc- 
tion carried identifying phrases in 
Russian alongside the drawing.

These phrases were translated in- | 
to English in the copy as distrib- 
uted by AP from New York. 


“YOUNG TECHNIQUE” 


Further inquiry in Moscow! 
brought confirmation that ‘“Young 
Technique” published the drawing 
without credit to the U.S. maga- 
zine or any source, and without 
caption. It was used with an arti- 
cle about U.S.S.R. plans to build 
and launch earth satellites in con- 
nection with the International 
Geophysical Year. Text of the ar- 
ticle referred to the drawing as 
“a conception of earth satellite.”’ 

It developed the Soviet maga- 
zine’s reproduction was a copy of 
a model constructed nearly two 
years ago by Herbert R. Pfister, 
associate editor of “Popular Sci- 
ence”’, in consultation with Amer- 
ican scientists. The original model 
was made of plastic, weighing 25 
pounds and 18 inches in diameter. 
It is now on display in the Hay- 
den Planetarium, in New York. 
Miniature parts costing $150 were 
used, and assembly of the model 
took a month's time. 


Dulles Faces | 
Challenge in 
Egypt Move

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—Secre- 
tary of State Dulles returned 
from a five-day rest tonight to 
face a new challenge to U. 5. 
policy in the Middle East. 

The challenge came in the 
form of the dispatch of Egyptian 
troops to Syria following close 
upon serious setbacks to West- 
ern policies in the Arab nations. 

All experts agreed that the | 
move was of slight military sig- 
nificance. The State department 
said it knew for nearly a month 
the movement of troops and tech- 
nicians was impending. Other 
sources estimated the number of 
Egyptians actually in Syria at 
only 1,000 to 1,600. 


CONSIDERED EXPERTS 

But officials considered experts 
on Middle Eastern affairs point- 
ed out that their arrival would 
stiffen the anti-Western Syrian 
regime and encourage opposition 
to U. S. policies, In particular 


the Eisenhower Doctrine, in 
neighboring pro-Western coun- 
tries. 


Dulles is known to have con- 
ceived the Eisenhower Doctrine, 
and administration offi- 
cials looked to him today for 
fresh thought on how to deal with 
troubled Middle East. 

The doctrine, which Congress 
proclaimed in joint resolution on 
March 9, is know to have been 
conceived by Dulles without con- 
sultation either with the policy 
planning staff of the State de- 
partment or the National Securi- 
ty Counsel. 


OFFERED HELP 

The doctrine offered military 
and economic help to Middle 
Eastern states. It authorized the 
President to use American forces 
to assist any one of these states 
that asked for help against Com- 
munist aggression. 

But when the United States 
in August hinted that the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine might be in- 
voked against Syria, the Arab 
states closed ranks to defend the 
Syrian regime. 

The doctrine, which has seemed 
for a time to be consolidating 
pro-Western forces, boomerrang- 
ed against the United States.

an atrocity. The punishment was 
out of all proportion to the offense 
when West opened the queen of 
spades and held the declarer to 
nine tricks. 

South, holding two short suits 
and four trumps, should have of- 
fered an immediate. raise in 
hearts. 

Where the slam contract was 
reached, the ace of spades was 
laid down by several defenders, 
and West was heard to murmur 


something about the “evils of 
ace leads.’’: North, too, was dis- 
gruntied. He felt he had been 


victimized by the cashing of the 
spade ace without which he main- 
tained he would have taken all 
the tricks. 

This was done at one table. 
East opened a diamond and de- 
clarer drew trumps in_ three 
rounds. He cashed dummy’s oth- 
er diamond and returned to 
the North hand with a club. On 
the queen and jack of diamonds, 
he disposed of South’s two spades. 

He then led a club and when 
the ten showed up, he could with 
careful play assure his contract 
against any holding, by finessing 
the jack of clubs and claiming 
the rest of the tricks if the finesse 
lost. 

But declarer decided to play 
West for the queen of clubs. Ac- 
cordingly he played the ace and 
then the jack, and when West 
played low, he permitted it to 
ride. When the jack held, de- 
clarer ruffed out the queen and 
succeeded in putting East’s ace 
of spades to sleep.

to the. presence of abnormally 
high amounts of body fluid. 
“Attempts to bring the body’s 

id content back to normal by 
giving diuretics (drugs which pro- 
mote the elimination of body flui 
and salts through the kidneys) 
were made, the physician said, 
with the result that basic hyper- 
tension responded better to the 
usual types of treatment. 

“Dr. Wilkins said that it has been 
known for some time that the kid- 
neys as well as the salt content of 
thé body are somehow connected 
With hypertension and that kidney 
disease produces high blood pres- 
sure. 

“Dr. Hollander and Dr. Wilkins 
réported that for seven years they 
have been experimenting with diu- 
relic compounds to determine. if 
they could make standard drugs 
for reducing high blood pressure 
more effective. 

Chlorothiazide, they said, initial- 
ly was thought to be merely a 
diuretic compound. but they have 
discovered it also had a blood 
pressure lowering effect in its own 
right. 

The doctors said that it now ap- 
pears that chlorothiazide has a 
double action: it very effectively 
reduces body fluid and salt; it also 
reduces blood pressure itself.

As several weeks passed, the 
new, or different, Evelyn White 
showed no discernibie change in 
the outline or general features of 
her identity.

What were the specific experi- 
ences preceding the grandmoth- 
er’s funeral that may have caused 
feelings of guilt and the conflict? 

It is generally believed that dur- 
ing early years a child’s chief 
problems arise in its relations 
with parents and brothers and sis- 
ters. Eve White pictured her par-

This may have beer. the begin- 
ning of a pattern of unusually 
meticulous conformity and re- 
straint. Impulses that are regu- 
larly denied and subdued may, it 
seems, become more insistent of 
expression. They may disrupt or 
shatter the personality, producing 
a schizophrenic psychosis. 


REPRESSIONS TAKE OVER 


It has been said also that the 
banished and blocked tendencies 
may, so to speak, unite and or- 
ganize in their underground re- 
gion beneath the level of con- 
sciousness. The dormant and con- 
cealed forces may become strong 
enough to challenge the conscious 
personality and, if successful in 
this conflict, replace it in com- 
mand. 

When this occurs we are deal- 
ing with the manifestation of what 
is said to be another and different 
personality. 


haps, a functional entity more 
complex than this, some new cre- 
ation born through their dra- 
matic coalescence but including 
also elements never conscious or 
actively operational in any of 
them as they had appeared to 
us? 

We do not know. It would be a 
gross mistake for us to consider 
this as an explanation derived 
from evidence, and a grosser 
folly to present it as a scientifi- 
cally established analysis of our 
patient’s disorder. We are mere- 
ly offering. some of our thoughts, 
some of the items about which 
we wondered while dealing clini- 
cally with the manifestations that 
often astonished us. 


After the synthetic change took 
place we found nothing in our 
patient that suggested the pres- 
ence or the activity of Eve Black 
as an entity. Nothing has oc- 
curred since that would lead us 
to think she may occasionally 


tinuing to exist beneath the 
awareness of the new Evelyn. 
In the latter there appears to be 
an energy, a capacity for vivacity 
and humor, an occasional 
appropriate flash of high spirits 
that we never saw in Eve White 
or even in Jane. 


One may think of Eve Black 
as having participated in’ the 
synthesis, as having contributed 
some real elements to the con- 
scious and active personality we 
now call Evelyn. 

Perhaps, instead of being ex- 
tinguished or banished to some 
melancholy and lifeless limbo, 


the charming and childlike vital- | 


ity that flowed audaciously 
through our mischievous little 
friend may find meaningful con- 
summation, and possibly even 
make a contribution not altogeth- 
er unlike a redemption.

There is a new school of young lions filtering into 
the football coaching fraternity and, in general, they 
are achieving success. Darrell Royal, Frank Broyles, 
Paul Dietzel, Terry Brennan and Warren Giese, a vis- 
itor in our town Monday, are a few prominent mem- 
bers of the new clan. 

Enthusiasm is their trademark and in appearance Giese is the 
prototype of the new class. He looks and talks like a prosperous 
on peg = easily wins friends and influences people, as he did 

2: ba Biss, Monday at the Atlanta Touchdown 
Club. 

A stranger would peg Giese as a 
member of the South Carolina football 
squad, rather than the head coach. 
Only a frace of gray in his crew- 
cropped hair hints that he may be old- 
er than his players. Like the other 
young lions, Giese is in his early thir- 
ties (33), and he is a tireless worker. 

Though he has been a head 

coach only two seasons, Giese is 
a controversial figure. He is highly 
intelligent, holds a master’s de- 
gree, and comes armed with orig- 
inal and several unorthodox ideas. 

He is a persuasive speaker. I don’t 
know of a tougher test for a football 
speaker than the Atlanta Touchdown 

| Club, which is made up of lettermen. 
Ouftar They are a fine group, but they have 

been hearing football talks since their prep school days. Often dur- 
ing the meetings, they aren’t too attentive during the speaking 


course. 


Yet, for more than an hour Monday, Warren Giese held them 
spelibound. I don’t recall another speaker who has scored higher 


with the ID Club. 


—Pressure Proselyting Is A Gridiron Smudge 


Giese is a paradox. He was an assistant coach under Jim Tatum 
at Maryland for eight years. And the fact that Tatum ranks with 
Bear Bryant as a master recruiter in the high-pressure field of 
college football isn’t exactly news. 

Yet, Giese hammers against the evils of recruiting as “‘smudge’”’ 


on the game. While many coaches cultivate the alumni, and turn | 
their head when a boy is lured to the school, Giese says he doesn’t | 


want any out-of-bounds assistance from Gamecock graduates. 
His message to the TD’Club, the same sermon he has preached 

at various clubs since coming to Columbia, boiled down to the fact 

that he doesn’t want an athlete who isn’t an amateur in the true 


sense of the word. 


\ He is an idealist, either the most sincere person to enter 
the college game im many years or the biggest hypocrite. Per- 


sonally, I believe he is sincere. 
“I don’t want any proselyting by obligation,” he says. 


He phrases his message better. 
‘When 


you buy a boy, you are dealing with the future of that boy’s 


life.”

Scores With TD Club 


South Carolina Coach Opposes 


Grant-in-Aid, Alumni Recruiting 


By AL THOMY 


Warren Giese, a young football 
coach who kkows his mind and 
speaks it, Monday fired philo- 
sophic salvos from the shoulder 
in a talk before members of the 
Atlanta Touchdown Club. 

Among others, the South Car- 
olina taskmaster, said: 

(1) Proselyting is a smudge on 
football today; (2) there are four 
requisites for a successful pro- 
gram: a favorable administration, 
athletic director with foresight, a 
good coaching staff, and the right 
type boys; (3) the days of the 60- 
minute football player are over; 
(4) recruiting evils are caused 
by overzealous alumni, and often 
the subway alumni, and (5) he’s 
against grants-in-aid. 

“Many people have the mis- 
conception that a fine bunch of 
players makes a fine football 
team,” said Giese, whose Game- 
cocks have a 3-1 record for the 
season. 

“That’s not true; bodies alone 
mean nothing.”’ 

He then cited an example: 

“When at Maryland, we met 
Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. 
Detailed figuring showed us we 
were superior at seven positions, 
two were equal and Oklahoma 


was superior at two. Nine of our 


| 11 starters ultimately played first 


string in various pro leagues. Yet 
we lost that game, 7-0. Proof that 
bodies alone mean nothing. Okla- 
homa wanted to play more than 
we did.” 


One of the chief opponents of 
the grant-in-aid system, which 
the Atlantic Coast Conference 
attempted to vote in last year, 
Giese explained his line of think- 
ing. 

“I don’t think you should get 
out the paper and pen and put 
names down on a grant. That’s 
what it is, just names on paper. 


“The boys are committed to a 
school, and they don’t really 
know whether they’ll fit into the 
environment. 


“What we try to do is to talk 
to their families, tell them ex- 
actly what to expect, and ex- 
actly what we expect. It’s not 
just a case of wanting them; 
they must want us. 

“We also find out if they’ll 
take our orders, and all our or- 
ders. This is necessary since 
we take over parental duties 
once the boy is in School. We 
must protect his religious life, 
his dressing habits and other 
personal problems. Grants-in-
